In 
fact, a few eggs were In tne bottom of 
the crate as the fkrmera' wife sold 
them to the dealer for 4 cents more a 
pound than she could have gotten last 
autumn. 

"When 1 saw the money pass hands, 
wondered why that ■ woman had fed 
and cared for those hens all winter 
long merely to get about a quarter 
more per head for them. I knew every 
hen In the crate had eaten twice that 
' lunoiint of corn sliu'c la.«t fall. Anil I

Jl Uka the opportunity of writing to 
many friends of Lawrence county 
tluteich your paper as I can't write to 
tiMM all personally. I am all O. K. 
an< tn Uie best of health. I am with 
the IWH Division whlrh camo to France 
in Jiini^ 1D18. Wc wore In active avr- 
Tiee on the 27th of July and remained 
•0 until the armiatlce waa signad. 

Our flrst work «ms the defense of 
Alanoe liorralne which iMted from 
July until September IZnd. Then we 
left this sector and went up to the 
Verdun front, where it was more ac- 
tive and it was no trouble to hear the 
Ms O. I. oana come wbistllnv through 
tka Rtt- 'an]rtlnk»— or this la what the 
boys calleil them. One dny aa we were 
Koing into thi: lin.M 1 met (i colored 
bVf coming from the front. He said, 
"'■ky Hr., rou better not go up there, 
tm Jerry is sending over them Iron 
foundries and he don't care if he hits 
you." We did not turn back, but if 
you had been there I guess you would 
have seen he was tight. 

It was on the 12th of October when 
■mi went over the top a llClle bit north 
«t Verdun. We advanced some 8 or 10 
kilometers through an artillery and 
machine gun liarrii^e. l>ut wi' gained 
«Br objective and held it until we were 
taHanred by the tCth DlvMon. 

I was wounded on the 14th day of 
OWber by a piece of ahrapneL The 
aHia Struck in the edge of the shell - 
MR tvhcre there was eleven of us 
boftt. It killed one and wounded 7 
«tbeni. I was one of the seven. Then 
t 'Ktt'^my outflt, waa in the hoapital 
iDr abbot 16 days, but before I got 
ba4dc to my company the armistice 
bad been signed and they wore reliev- 
M from the front and were back in 
* rest camp.

A SCORE CARD FOR MOTHER 
By Dr. William A. MaKaavor 
(UniveMty af Kansaa) 

Now. Mother, if you have been wor- 
rying about your thirteen-year-old 
daughter and treating hit as a harum- 
scarum renegade tngtaatf vt m. bwmM 
being, let me adviae you to dall thia 
gtrl in and hava Htr aaaist yon hi Ail- 
ing out a score card to determine your 
rank as a mother of such a daughter. 
Perhaps this will hi l|i you to be more 
patient with her and It may suggest 
ways whereby you might improve your 
recsrd. Have her help you aa follows: 

1. Taking proper care of your own 
health. 

Status as a home companion and 
guide for the children. 

3. Attitude toward the acbool, the 
church, and the community. 

4. Reaoonableneas 1^ matters of 
dress and personal appearance. 

.'>. Patience In dealing with the 
daughter's peculiar desires and tastes. 

6. Motherly guidance In tha perfor- 
mance of house work. 

7. Informing the daughter aa to the 
secrets of life. 

8. Home instruction In regard to 
thrift and frugality. 

(. Attitude toward daughter's fu- 
ture marriage and motherhood. 

40. Womanly dispoaltlon toward so- 
ciety and the nation. 

The idea .of the tirst point Is to 
emphaalse the fact that the care nil 
peradhal health is fundamental for 
motherhood. A sick mother la scarce- 
ly ever fair and Just In her treatment 
of the young daughter. 

I'olnt two is intended to emphasize 
thi' need of furnishing home enter- 
tainment and sociability. 

Number three indicates the need of 
connecting the home training with 
that of the great Institutions co-ordi- 
nate with the home. 

Some mothers dress too shabbily, 
others too gaudily to be helpful guides 
and companions to their daughters. 

Bvery growing girl haa a right to 
her owii pMUltar fade and buielei, hei 
pastimes and her avocations. Not 
every mother recognizes this r'ght. 

Some mothers hold their girls over- 
much upon the humdrum of house 
work and make them sick of it all. 
Others cheat and spoil their daughters 
by teaching them none of It. Bvery 
girl has the right to be taught how to 
iHrfiirm all the common dnties of 
housekeeping. 

Mothers should Impart to their 
daughtera the aimple elements of per- 
sonal hygiene and ahould tM enough 
about the origin of life to satisfy cur- 
iosity. 

The best home Instruction as to 
thrift and (higallty for the daughter 
Is that given by meana of precept il- 
lustrated by concrete example tn the 

management of the family budget. The 
housekeepers of America spi'ml many 
millions of dollars per day. They 
need much early inatnietlon tn order 
to become able to handle these vast 
sums economically. Score closely here. 

The welfare of the nation depends 
upon the IntegnUy of the common 
family, and this In turn is very close- 
ly related to the compatibility of the 
man and wife. The mother who la aot 
prepared to teadi her ipowtng daugh- 
ter how to know a good, imtrriageable 
man Is lacking in bar maternal equip- 
ment. Of course, much of this train- 
ing Is given In various indirect ways, 
and Is to extend through the so-called 
teen years of the glrl'o life. 

To mothers largely Is due the for- 
mation of their children's character. 
If she is vain and frivolous, wanting 
In those strong qualitiea At heart and 
head, the children will Ulfewise im- 
bibe much of her nature; but so much 
has been written on a mother's great 
influence over her children that there 
Is but one little thought left tn he said. 
To the tolling and careworn mothers 
all over the land our heart goea out in 
deepest sympathy, and I weidd aay 
where you have good comfortable 
homes consider yourselves happy, and 
hold yourselves up with as much dig- 
nity as the Queens of the earth, for 
who has a fairer right to the good 
things of earth than you? 

Our sense of the value of the fam- 
ly needs to be rivlvilled and roused. 
The family, the great Institution of 
paradise, the aoene of purest love, the 
nursery of infancy, and the stimulus 
and shelter of all the virtues! E^ach 
man and woman has a duty to this 
end. A homeless civilization Is sure 
to he a santanlc one: the vices will 
flourish and the virtues be nipped by 
the untimely froat. Back of the good 
man must needs be the good house- 
hold. Here and there may be a saint 
and an apostle won from the dens of 
vice; hut, unless the den be reformed 
a miracle only can insure the safety 
of the new convert. In the future, as 
In the past, the solid and reliable men 
and women, the leaders in busineas 
and aoclety, will be found in the quiet 
and holy homes of the land.

Building a small keen eyed man, try- 
ing to make every minute yield its 
j^uota of renult of an ulniospliere of 
Aigh pressure, kniiws all alxmi tlie ro- 
mance, for he Uiid lived it. He is Dr. 
■V. T. Beeler, vice president of the new 
M)CISVU.LB MANSB'IELU LEAD ft 
ZIN<; SYNDICATE. He is tlie maa 
who, eleven yeiir.s iiirn. wlille a pnic- 
,,tlclng dentist in un t)lcliihi>ina town, 
beeawe Intereslied in western rill de- 
■VelOpUent. Wllli lii>l(lin>;s in l.'iT oil 
wells after he liml l)e(oine siicce.ssful 
In that Kaiiie, Dr. Iteeler ha<l wide op- 
portunities to oliserve the possibilities 
■nd exlKenoies oC that business, or 
same, as it iiiny rittlitly be called. He 
saw men carried up into the realm of 
andden riches; he saw hopes fulfilled 
beyond their own limits. .But he saw 
the other side, too, of the oU game — 
Its uncertainty, ji^ the ruin that tb(« 
■i.certalnty brAttgnt to some. 

One day Dr. Beeler heard about the 
strike made In the famous Joplin zinc 
ore district. He began studying the 
possibilities' of the new found opimr- 
tunlty. He reflected that in the oil 
business, when a well was drilled, no 
mortal could with certainty tell which 
of four things would be the result — 
Oil, wafer, Kas or a nole in the ground. 
He rellecled that an oil well, drilled 
from 1,1()0 Io .(..KK) feet in the ground, 
cost froin 5;.''i,(liMl In .SliO.IKHI before Its 
feal promise was known. And then 
he compared this with data he had 
gatliered about the mining iudustry, in

Ttaa good eounty of Johnaon haa 
kaan tUnoua for fnoat every good thing 
except good roads and I am here to- 
day to try and Interest ycu In hlKh- 
waya which will bcnellt this county 
■Bora than anything else in the world 
«tc«pt the winning of the 'war. 

The proaperlty of every nation rests 
'«D ita agrloulturnl production. Elach 
«ad every enlightened novernment is 
ooaaldering today the problem of keep- 
ing open the lines of communication 
tietween producer and oonaumer. If 
we Kentticklans, therefore, are to keep 
pare with the stride of the world, we 
must look to our reflponHlbllltles. 

With the wonderful development of 
the South, that cbullengea the admir- 
ation of the world, good roads are more 
of a naceaslty now than ever. In order 
that we may keep pace with our 
neighbom who are abreast of the 
times. 

Someone has ably said that today to 
-4aaorlbe a man's location la merely to 
indicate hia geography. DIatance from 
4wy place la tu>t now Indicated so 
touch In milea aa It la In time, and of 
all the systems of transportation 
(there being only three) the highways 
are perhaps the most Important be- 
«auHe the highwaya are the feedera of 
the other two ayatema, and Juat aa 
gaaollne feeda the motora that drive 
the aeroplanes so do the highways feed 
the railroads snd steamshli'S that 
carry fooil for our boyn and our allies. 

Did you ever stop to think that all 
tbe wheat, all the oom. In fact all of 
the foodatuffa now used by our great 
«rmiaa flrat possen over the highways? 

Juat at this time It Is not advisable 
to attempt road work where It Is nee- 



eaaary to ship in materlala bacauaa our 

railroads are taxed to the limit but. 
In euunlleH like your own. you could 
build good gTHiled earth rouils, well 
Uralnod, and if properly dragged they 
would aorve your purpoae for yeara to 
ooma. Aa a matter of faet I expect 
that if 4 Board of competent highway 
•nglneera should make a careful atudy
